Views expressed in The Freeman by Kingston resi­ 
dents on the report by President Johnson’s National 
Adv isory Commission on Civil Disorders stressed that 
the mere spending of money, no matter how much, 
would not solve any of the racial problems. We agree 
that all the money in the world by itself is not going 
to bring the solution. There a iv other things,

It would appear from a lauding of the commis­ 
sion’s import that all that is needed to solve the racial 
turmoil besetting areas of our country is money and 
lots of it. The commission also went into the tensions 
between the whites and blacks, but didn’t stress what 
causes these tensions, which we think Is mighty im­ 
portant. 
There can lye no question that some help must 
come from the outside, but it must come from within 
as well. Cities such as Newark, Detroit, Ixw Angeles 
and all other communities must make up their minds, 
before asking Washington largesse, that they will have 
to do something at the community level. Pouring in 
of federal money will ease the situation only as long as 
the flow continues, unless there is local action. 
When nots break out they usually are over small 
matters on the local level and K is here where the 
whites and Negroes must earn the respect of each 
other. We cannot believe that whites and Negroes can 
go on hating each other forever, any more than Amer­ 
icans could go on hating Japanese and Germans after 
W orld War II was over. 
We agree with the commission’s findings lait not 
all of its solutions arni we do feel it should have gone 
deeper into the causes of the white racism it alleges 
exists.

Ninth Secretary of Defense 


The Department of Defense was established Sept. 
18, 1947. In those 20 years, the strain has been such 
that eight men have held the |>ost. The last, Robert 
S. McNamara, lasted through more than seven years, 
the longest of any of the eight. 
The ninth secretary, Clark M. Clifford, had a hand 
in setting up the department, by drafting the legisla­ 
tion that created the unitied military services under 
one detriment. He was then counsel to President 
Tinman. 
In the meantime, Clifford l>ecame head of one of 
Washington's most prestigious law finns. In giving up 
this lucrative practice, Clifford made a statement 
•which .should be a model of why men give up high 
positions to serve the government. 
Secretary Clifford said he was grateful to the 
President for giving him the opportunity “to try to re­ 
tire a debt that I have had for many years—that is 
the debt I owe to this country. For 61 years, I have 
enjoyed the blessings of freedom and liberty, til secur­ 
ity and safety and unlimited opportunity.” 
On second thought, that is reason enough for any 
man to serve his government. We have all had the 
same blessings and opportunity. 


WASHINGTON - There has 
been much ado about truth in 
lending, truth in packaging, 
and truth in the handling of 
political 
contributions. 
But 
.somehow very little is ever 
.said about “ truth in speech- 
making " 
The identity of the authors 
of a speech read by a gov­ 
ernor o r a president or any 
candidate for office is not re­ 
vealed to the public. “ Ghost 
w riting” has become a recog­ 
nized custom , even though it 
may leave the people unin­ 
form ed as to what a candidate 
him self know s about a subject. 
Lately there has been much 
discussion about a possible de­ 
bate in the coming p re sid e r 
tial 
cam paign 
between 
the 
rival candidates Such a pro 
gram on TV would, of course, 
perm it a prepared address by 
-each speaker, hut the rebuttal 
\yould have to be im pronitu. 
It wtrtild be a least a step to­ 
ward .originality 
in 
speech- 
making. 
Very few of a president'* 
m essages 
or 
speeches 
are 
w ritten by him. This has been 
true under several adm inis­ 
trations. The White House hifSi 
a staff of speech w riters who 
try to express what they think 
a president w ants to say. But 
frequently 
their 
own 
ideas 
creep into the speeches, and 
from tim e to tim e contradic­ 
tions become apparent. 
About the only spontaneous 
expressions on public affairs 
by a president nowadays are 
those which are given in press 
conferences 
when newsmen 
ask questions, and replies have 
to be m ade on the spur of the 
moment. Sometimes answ ers 


are prepared in advance in 
anticipation of queries but. for 
the most part, the public can 
get an idea of how the presi­ 
dent's mind works by hearing 
or reading the com m ents he 
m akes inform ally at a news 
conference. This is in a way 
analogous to what happens in 
the parliam ents of G reat Bri­ 
tain and Canada, where the 
leaders and cabinet m inisters 
can be subjected to public 
questioning by m em bers of all 
parties 
in 
the 
legislative 
cham ber. 
Every president has to have 
a big staff of advisers. There 
would be no objection if their 
assistance 
were 
confined to 
m em oranda 
which 
in 
turn 
could 
be 
expressed 
in the 
presidents own style rather 
than in the polished pharses 
of a speech w riter. 
The .one P resident in this 
century who rarely delivered 
an address prepared in ad­ 
vance was W oodrow Wilson. 
He often spoke extem porane­ 
ously as m any as three or 
four tim es a day during a 
cam paign, and the texts of 
his speeches w ere given to the 
press by a stenographer after 
they had been delivered. He 
never looked at a transcript 
before it was released — he 
was so ca le fu) in his diction 
that it didn t seem necessary. 
In the 1912 cam paign he pre­ 
pared 
only 
tw j 
speeches 
ahead of delivery — one w hen 
he accepted the nom ination 
and one on Labor Day. 
T he im portance ot “tru th 
in 
speechm aking' 
has 
in­ 
creased 
trem endously 
be­ 
cause of the wide variety of 
subjects w ith which the fed­ 
eral governm ent now deals. 
This is why the people should 


be able to get from the candi­ 
dates for the Presidency or­ 
iginal speeches. T he language 
used should be th a t of the 
person who is delivering the 
address, ra th e r th an that of 
some “ghost w riter.” TTiis is 
the only way to convey to the 
people an intim ate im pres­ 
sion of w hat th* reactions of 
the speaker really are to the 
num erous controversial ques­ 
tions of the day. 
Sooner o r later, the ad­ 
vantage of “ tru th in speech- 
m aking” will be em phasized 
to the point w here Presidents 
and candidates for high office 
will be willing to appear in 
public 
and 
express 
them ­ 
selves 
either 
extem porane­ 
ously or else by the delivery 
of speeches w hich they them* 
selves have w ritten. 
Perhaps a good tim e to try 
an 
experim ent 
in 
realistic 
speechm aking would be at the 
Republican N ational Conven­ 
tion 
in 
August. 
The 
rival 
candidates could he given a 
chance to appear before the 
delegates and answ er th eir 
questions on national and in­ 
ternational issues The inno­ 
vation would certainly be wel­ 
comed by the tens of m il­ 
lions of persons who w atch 
and listen on television to the 
proceedings. They m ight get 
a clearer idea of just who 
should be nom inated. 
I t doesn't seem right that 
a President or a governor or 
even the m ayor of a city 
should be put in the sam e 
category as an acto r whose 
lines are alwa>s w ritten by 
others.

The inflated prices In turn 
will m ake it possible for the 
VC to collect even higher tax­ 
es from the rice m erchants, 
transporters and farm ers. The 
Viet Cong thus will be able to 
profit heavily from any crisis 
they create, even if they fail 
to provoke the revolts they 
aim. At in the cities. 
This Viet Cong strangula­ 
tion program will be exceed­ 
ingly difficult to prevent by 
conventional 
m ilitary 
m eth­ 
ods. It will require continuous 
counter guerrilla 
attacks by 
num bers of specially trained 
small units to keep the Viet 
Cong off balance.

o ne in three to day .”

There are two way s to roast 
Corned beef which is specially 
identified as "for oven roast­ 
ing.” The easiest is to remove 


the 
roast 
from 
the 
vacuum 
sealed package and place it fat 
side up on a rack in a low­ 
sided open pan. No water or 
cover is added. A 325* F. oven 
temperature is used and about 
3 hours roasting time is re­ 
quired. Fork Tender is the key 
to doneness. This means that 
when a sharp-tined m eat fork 
can be inserted and removed 
easily , the m eat is fork tender. 
Another method for roasting 
this corned beef is to braise it 


in a Dutch oven with a cover. 
The roast is placed on a rack, 
a cup of water added, and the 
lid put in place. A 350*F. oven 
is used for the braised roast.

Oven Roasted Corn 


Perhaps it only seems 
as 
though there is an Irish legend 
that leprechauns come to the 
aid of the colleen in the kit­ 
chen. Nevertheless, St. Patrick's 
day dinner is mighty easy to 
prepare when the corned beef 
is oven roasted. ’Tis away with 
the kettle of hot w ater and 
into the oven with the meat. 
There are two ways to roast 
corned beef which is specially 
identified as "for oven roast­ 
ing.” The easiest is to remove 


the 
roast from 
the vacuum 
sealed package and place it fat 
side up on a rack in a low­ 
sided open pan. No w ater or 
cover is added. A 325*F. oven 
tem perature is used and about 
3 hours roasting time is re­ 
quired. Fork Tender is the key 
to doneness. This means that 
when a sharp-tined m eat fork 
can be inserted and removed 
easily, the m eat is fork tender. 
Another method for roasting 
this corned beef is to braise it

in a Dutch oven with a cover. 
The roast is placed on a rack, 
a cup of w ater added, and the 
lid put in place. A 350*F. oven 
is used for the braised roast. 
Again, fork tender is the guide 
to doneness. 
The vegetables for the corned 
beef 
dinner may be 
cooked 
either in the oven or on top of 
the range. Carrots, and cab­ 
bage do nicely in the oven.

ALL DAY LONG the crews operate the lifts, antici­ 
pating skiers’ mov ements and helping them to load and 
unload safely ; making sure the ramps are in good con­ 
dition with plenty of snow on them, and slowing or stop­ 
ping the lift if any one should fall. 
Whether the wind howls, the snow blows or the tem­ 
perature drops below zero, the lift crews stay on the job, 
making sure that it is a great place to ski. 
The trail maintenance crews and their four snocats 
often work right around the clock when the snow cov er 
is light; the day shift starting at 5 a. m. and the night 
shift taking ov er at 5 p. m. 
Each trail is giv en a special grooming it requires— 
heav y rolling to pack down a fresh pack of snow, or may ­ 
be dragging with chains or rakes to break up a frozen or 
heav ily skied surface. 


THE SNOCATS USE a v ariety of appliances to pro­ 
duce the best possible skiing surface and on certain trails 
man-made snow is used at times to replenish the cov er. 
Stratton also owns a mogul cutter which is paired with 
a grader to iron out humps and mounds and restore a 
trail to pristine smoothness. 
Each snocat cov ers about 120 miles per shift and this 
can add up to a total of 12 to 15 thousand miles per 
season. 
In addition to snocats, drags and rollers, there are 
trucks, bombardiers, tractors, pumps and other equipment 
with a total v alue of more than £ 300,000, and they are all 
likely to be needed at a moment’s notice. 
Great skiing is taken for granted for Stratton and all 
other well serv iced ski centers. But much of the credit 
for this is due to the anony mous crews whose hard work 
has helped to make Stratton one of the finest ski areas 
in the East.

That storm really helped conditions at Hunter reach 
their seasons peak. Twelve to 14 inches of fresh powder' 
was dropped on the area and, with the immense bases 
built up all season by the snow machines, Hunter should 
br able to offer good to excellent skiing for many weeks 
yet. 
same ■* true at Belleayre Ski Center which has 
had snowfalls during the recent balmy period in this area. 
Meanwhile, the golfers look longingly out the windows 
and start stirring. If Dr. Doug S. Meyers hasn’t gotten 
in a round already at Twaaltskill, it would come as a 
surprise.

For those who missed the Feb. 29 slalom at Hunter, 
the event will be telecast in a special one-hour program 
on Channel ll on March 16 at 4:10 p. rn. 
Hunter Mountain celebrates St. Patrick’s Day with a 
unique costume parade and party. Many prizes will be 
awarded for the most unique and colorful masquerade 
costumes. To be eligible for prizes, the costume wearer 
must be on skis—and must ski down a segment of the 
mountain. 


THERE WAS A TIME when ski conditions were 
more a matter of luck than good management. But at 
today’s modern layouts with their tremendous traffic lit* 
tie is left to chance. 
Let’s take, for example, the facility at Stratton, Vt. 
with its 42 miles of downhill trails, five Heron double­ 
chair lifts plus two T-Bars. 
The job takes a full crew of 36 men, augmented to 
over 30 on weekends sometimes working around the clock, 
under the constant supervision of Karl Bauer, who is re­ 
sponsible for maintenance of trails and lifts. 
Each lift has a permanent crew, responsible for its 
operation and maintenance. They report for work at 
7 a. rn. each day and spend the first two hours on a com­ 
plete check of the lift to insure that everything is in 
perfect order and ready to carry skiers swiftly and safely 
up the mountain. Each lift crew has its own supervisor. 


ALL DAY LONG the crews operate the lifts, antici­ 
pating skiers' movements and helping them to load and 
unload safely; making sure the ramps are in good con­ 
dition with plenty of snow on them, and slowing or stop­ 
ping the lift if anyone should fall. 
Whether the wind howls, the snow blows or the tem­ 
perature drops below zero, the lift crews stay on the job, 
making sure that it is a great place to ski. 
Hie trail maintenance crews and their four snocats 
often work right around the clock when the snow cover 
is light; the day shift starting at 3 a. rn. and the night 
shift taking over at 3 p. rn. 
Each trail is given a special grooming it requires— 
heavy rolling to pack down a fresh pack of snow, or may­ 
be dragging with chains or rakes to break up a frozen or 
heavily skied surface. 


THE SNOCATS USE a variety of appliances to pro­ 
duce the best possible skiing surface and on certain trails 
man-made snow is used at times to replenish the cover. 
Stratton also owns a mogul cutter which is paired with 
a grader to iron out bumps and mounds and restore a 
trail to pristine smoothness. 
Each snocat covers about 120 miles per shift and this 
can add up to a total of 12 to 13 thousand miles per 
season. 
In addition to snocats, drags and rollers, there arc 
trucks, bombardiers, tractors, pumps and ocher equipment 
w ith a total value of more than 4300,000, and they arc all 
likely to be needed at a moment’s notice. 
Great skiing is taken for granted for Stratton and all 
other well serviced ski centers. But much of the credit 
for this is due to the anonymous crews whose hard work 
has helped to make Stratton one of the finest ski areas 
in the East.

Moving swiftly through tun 
nels 80 feet high carved in the 
huge dome of pure salt, the 
crew found a bulldozer, three 
jeeps a truck, an overturned 
lunchbox—and an empty lower 
level office. 
"All four men who went down 
agree the 
fire 
is completely 
out,’’ said Fahs, "No glow. no 
smoke." 
"Moving in pairs, the men 
went about 1.200 feet out from 
the shaft," Fahs added. "They 
made a dogleg and went by the 
office to check it out. They shut 
off a bulldozer engine, which 
wa* idling."

The 21 miners were trapped 
at the bottom of the isolated 
mine when fire erupted at mid­ 
night Tuesday in the 1,200 feet - 
deep vertical main shaft—the 
only entrance to tunnels branch­ 
ing off of it. 
Their families, keeping pray­ 
erful vigil at the Cargill office in 
Calumet, could only hope that 
the men managed to retreat 
from the fire and smoke to hole 
up somewhere in the tunnels— 
some of them extending about a 
mile. 
The rescue workers, coal min­ 
ers flown in from Madisonville. 
Ky., prepared for a series of 
descents and reconnaissance. 
"What we are doing is check­ 
ing off various areas of the 


mine so we won't have to cover 
them again,” said Fahs, here 
from Minneapolis, the Cargill 
headquarters. 
Men in the rescue teams had 
kept their oxygen masks on dur­ 
ing all of the scouting trips, as a 
precaution

harmful gases—and their time 
below

limited by

portable oxygen supply. 
Through the night a 600 horse­ 
power compressor blew 
2,000 
cubic feet of air per minute to 
the bottom of the shaft to cool 
the baked salt in the fire area.
